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B.C. faculty groups turn attention to 
Open Learning Agency

LONDON (CUP) — Ontario students 
may not hold David Smith in high 
esteem, but that's not stopping the 
University of Western Ontario from 
granting him an honorary degree. 

Smith, who is currently 
president of Trent University in Pe- 
terborough, will be honoured at West- 
em's upcoming June convocation cer- 
emony. 

Before going to Trent, Smith 
served as president of Queen's Uni- 
versity. But he is best known in the 
post-secondary education community 
for the work he did between his presi- 
dential posts. 

In 1996, Smith chaired the 
Ontario Conservative government's 
Advisory Panel on Future Directions 
for Post-secondary Education. 

Dubbed the "Smith Report" 
the panel's recommendations in- 
cluded the deregulation of tuition fees, 
the adoption of an income-contin- 
gent loan repayment scheme and a 
call for increased private sector in- 
volvement with universities and col- 
leges. 

"His recommendations lead 
to inequities between institutions and 
higher tuition fees," Wayne Poirier, 
chair of the Ontario component of the 
Canadian Federation of Students, 
said. "Western could have found in- 
dividuals more worthy [of receiving 
an honourary degree]." 

But Western's president is 
pleased with the decision to honour 
Smith. 

"David is a very generous 
and supportive colleague. He is com- 
mitted to improving higher educa- 
tion across this country," president 
Paul Davenport said. 

Davenport has already 
stated publicly that he fully supports 
the recommendations forwarded in 
the Smith Report. 

Davenport says Smith is not 
only being honoured for his work on 
the panel, but also for his work as 



president of Queen's during difficult 
financial times. 

"[Smith] is beloved by his 
fellow economists and his fellow 
university presidents around this 
country," Davenport added. 

Many of the recommenda- 
tions forwarded in the Smith report 
echoed the demands of the Council 
of Ontario Universities, a post-sec- 
ondary education lobby group made 
up ofOntario's university presidents. 

"It's a sign of the times that 
university governing structures are 
rewarding their own and those indi- 
viduals that have the same ideology 
that the university is pushing," Poirier 
said. 

He points to the example of 
the University of Toronto's decision 
tograntformerU.S. President George 
Bush an honorary degree last No- 
vember. 

Activists denounced that 
decision by drawing attention to 
Bush's links to one of the U of Ts 
major corporate donors, Canadian 
businessman Peter Munk. On the day 
the degree was presented, a thousand 
protesters descended on the U of T 
campus. 

"More and more universi- 
ties are moving away from giving 
degrees to individuals who've done 
human rights work and advocated on 
behalf of the student community," 
Poirier added. 

Yet Western students don't 
seems to have too much of a gripe 
with the idea of Smith being hon- 
oured by their university. 

"It's true the decisions he's 
made are hurting students. We may 
not see eye to eye with this man but 
were not going to go afterhim," Kelly 
Barrowcliffe, a vice president of 
Western's graduate student union 
said. 

"We won't be pulling a 
George Bush protest or anything like 
that. If it had been the president of 
China, then we'd have a problem."

VICTORIA (CUP) — Establishing 
collegia] governance at British Co- 
lumbia's Open Learning Agency 
could prove to be a challenge for the 
province's faculty associations. 

Provincial faculty groups 
are riding high after successful nego- 
tiations with administrators at the 
soon-to-open Technical University 
of British Columbia in which they 
were able to obtain concessions ad- 
dressing concerns about the lack of a 
traditional tenure system and an aca- 
demic senate at the university. 

The groups are now looking 
at B.C.'s Open Learning Agency 
(OLA), as well as the Royal Roads 
University. They want to get some- 
thing resembling an academic senate 
established at the institutions, as well 
as regulations to preserve academic 
freedom and tenure systems. 

"We have been concerned 
about academic governance at OLA," 
Ed Lavalle, head of the College Insti- 
tute Educators' Association, the fac- 
ulty union for B.C.'s 22 colleges, 
said. He adds the existing structure 
does not meet standards set out by the 
province for either a college or a 
university. 

The association plans to 
continue to pressure the government 
to change the college's administra- 
tive structure, but has not made any 
firm plans for action at the institution 
itself. 

But if past experience is any 
indication, faculty groups could face 
a tough challenge at OLA. In June, 
Jaap Tuinman takes over the position 
of president at the young distance 
education school. 

Tuinman is currently a vice 
president at Memorial University in 
St. John's, where he is known for 
having a rocky relationship with both 
the faculty association and the uni- 
versity senate. 

"The relations have been 
difficult, to pick a mild word," John 
Bear, head of Memorial's faculty as- 
sociation, said. "In 1995-96 we had 
an extremely confrontational nego- 



tiation around the collective agree- 
ment." 

Tuinman agrees that rela- 
tions between the two sides are rocky. 

"The relationship between 
the faculty association and the uni- 
versity has been strained," he said. 
"The faculty association is a fairly 
young association, and the collective 
agreement environment is still new 
to both parties, and there have been 
some growing pains." 

In another recent dispute at 
Memorial, Tuinman accused the uni- 
versity's senate of incompetence, but 
later said his choice of words was 
unfortunate. 

"He has, on occasion, ex- 
ploded at the senate," Bear said. 

According to Bear, the ex- 
periences at Memorial indicate that 
Tuinman may not be favorably dis- 
posed towards the demands of groups 
including the college teachers' asso- 
ciation and the Canadian Association 
of University Teachers (CAUT). 

Lavalle says his organiza- 
tion will present their concerns to 
Tuinman, and will act according to 
his response. He says they would 
prefer to negotiate, like CAUT and 
the Confederation of University Fac- 
ulty Associations of B.C. (CUFA/ 
BC) did in the TechBC dispute, if that 
is an option. 

"If he decides he wants to be 
a cowboy, then we'll see," Lavalle 
said. 

The TechBC negotiations 
took place in the context of a CAUT- 
CUFA/BC boycott of the institution, 
during which they refused to recog- 
nize the institution and asked aca- 
demics to refuse appointments to it. 

Tuinman declined to com- 



ment on the structure of OLA, saying 
he is not yet familiar enough with it, 
and would prefer to wait until after 
his June 15 appointment. But he is 
not opposed to discussions, he says, 
and has already met with some fac- 
ulty members at the institution. 

"I'm open to discussion on 
anything," Tuinman said. "Always 
have been, always will be." 

"We hope he sees the wis- 
dom of working together in this prov- 
ince," Robert Clift, head of CUFA/ 
BC, which represents the province's 
faculty associations, said. "As we 
showed with TechBC, there are ways 
to be the innovative institution with 
these academic [standards] coexist- 
ing." 

Provincial faculty groups 
indicate they are willing to discuss 
alternatives at both OLA and Royal 
Roads. 

Tuinman says he accepted 
the position at OLA because he has a 
long history of working on open learn- 
ing projects, wants to see improved 
access to post-secondary education, 
and likes the newness and growth 
potential of the institution. 

"I've written and spoken 
about the fact that I feel traditional 
universities do not respond well to 
changing needs," he said. "Open edu- 
cation is not always well understood 
in traditional universities." 

During his tenure at Memo- 
rial, the school increased its open 
learning spaces to 12,000 course 
spaces, or about 2,000 full-time 
equivalent students. Prior to his post- 
ing at Memorial, Tuinman was dean 
of education at Simon Eraser Univer- 
sity in Bumaby, B.C. He was at SFU 
from 1976-91. 
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University and engineers may settle out of court

ST. JOHN'S — Representatives of 
both sides in an ongoing legal battle 
between Memorial university and two 
professional engineering organiza- 
tions say they arc hoping to settle out 
of court. 

Tlic dispute is over Hon- 
ours in Software Engineering, a pro- 
gram introduced by Memorial'scom- 
puter science department last fall 
despite the objections of the engi- 
neering faculty. After a dispute over 
which group would be allowed to 
offer the program was settled in com- 
puter science's favour, national and 
provincial engineering associations 
got involved. 

According to the AsscKia- 
tion of Professional Engineers and 
Geoscientists of Newfoundland 
(APEGN) and the Canadian Council 
of Professional Engineers (CCPE), 
using the word "engineering' in the 
name of a degree unaccredited by the 
engineering profession is a violation 



of federal trademark regulations. 
Their objection culminated in a joint 
lawsuit against the university last 
summer. But the two associations 
and the administration now say a trip 
to the courts may be unnecessary. 

University spokesperson 
Peter Morris says settlement action 
has been initiated by the engineers. 

"There was a request that 
we received from [CCPE] — they 
wanted to meet with our people to 
determine if we could find a settle- 
ment," he said, adding the university 
is certainly interested in avoiding the 
courts if possible. 

A CCPE delegation, along 
with APEGN Executive Director 
Allen Steeves, met with MUN Presi- 
dent Art May and Vice-Presidents 
Jaap Tuinman and Wayne Thistle on 
March 19 and 20. Morris says he 
thinks the engineers learned a lot 
about the university's position at the 
meeting. 

"Obviously how academic 
programs are devised, to people who 
don'twork in universities, it wouldn't 



be something that they would be fa- 
miliar with," he said. "So we made 
them aware of just how that happens 
and what our senate's authority is 
and what its role is and the processes 
that the senate and the university go 
through to develop academic pro- 
grams, because they have to under- 
stand that there is a process." 

Morris called the meeting 
an informal exploration "of the alter- 
natives available to both parties." He 
says nothing substantial was estab- 
lished in terms of a resolution, other 
than an "understanding" that there 
will be a follow-up meeting later this 
month or next after President May 
briefs senate on April 14. Steeves 
agrees both sides are looking to solve 
the matter out of court. 

"I think our position is basi- 
cally the same as it has always been," 
he said. "I don't think we were ever 
very keen about going to court. 

"But having said that, at this 
point, we haven't seen any concrete 
action that would allow us to do that, 
from our side." 



Steeves says settlement ini- 
tiatives were made after the initial 
'discovery' phase of the legal proc- 
ess, during which each side had sev- 
eral months to ask questions and re- 
search the other's arguments. "After 
those discoveries, we were given in- 
dications by legal counsel for Memo- 
rial that they were interested in trying 
to resolve this," he said. "So to say 
that we approached the university, 
that doesn't put quite the right inter- 
pretation on it in our minds." Steeves 
adds a major problem in this issue is 
confined to the university itself, 
namely the ongoing internal disputes 
between the engineering faculty and 
the computer science department. 

"I think the basic problem 
here, and I think everybody has rec- 
ognized [it] right from the first, in- 
side and outside the university, is that 
it's a problem between the engineer- 
ing faculty and the Department of 
Computer Science in the science fac- 
ulty, really," he said. "I think that 
there are probably efforts ongoing to 
try to bring those two groups together 



to some common position. I think it's 
very difficult perhaps, but I think it's 
being attempted." 

Although engineering and 
computer science have denied any 
'turf wars' in the past, this dispute is 
only one of several internal incidences 
which substantiate Steeves' point. 

Recently in senate, the Fac- 
ulty of Engineering proposed a new 
computer engineering discipline 
which would replace its 'computing 
and communications' option of elec- 
trical engineering. But that proposal 
was tabled after members of compu- 
ter science objected to the program 
because they said it would duplicate 
the bulk of their department's core 
courses. The senate then set up a 
committee devoted to investigating 
and finding resolutions to outstand- 
ing issues between the two. 

Although similar programs 
are offered through computer sci- 
ence departments at several other 
universities in Canada, including the 
University of Toronto, only Memo- 
rial is bcin" sued. 
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Fraser Institute director new head 
lioncho at U of T

TORONTO (CUP) — The promo- 
tion of a Fraser Institute director to 
the University of Toronto's highest 
post has prompted demands from stu- 
dents and faculty that university presi- 
dent Robert Prichard take a long hard 
look at U of T's corporate course. 

The e-mails in Canada's 
academic and activist circles began 
flying after the recent announcement 
that Tony Comper, chair of U of T's 
Governing Council, the highest deci- 
sion-making body at the university, 
will be replaced by vice-chair Wendy 
Cecil-Cockwell on Canada Day. 
Comper, who doubles as the presi- 
dent of the Bank of Montreal, will 
depart after having completed the 
maximum three year term. 

The target of protests this 
year, his legacy was marred by those 
who said his term showed that U of 
T's policy pushers are enmeshed with 
big business interests. But Cecil- 
CcKkwell, who is the president of 
financial analyst outfit Brookmor 
Enterprises Limited in addition to her 
Fraser duties, says she's ready to 
rumble, if need be. 

"I'm a big girl. I'm pre- 
pared to be attacked on these 
grounds," said Cecil-Cockwell, 
whose husband brought home a total 
compensation of over $1.3-million 
last year as a head honcho of the 
multi-billion dollar EdperBrascan 
operation. 

Although a busy volunteer, 
she has nonetheless cleared much of 
her agenda for the new job at U of T. 
But an assortment of academics and 
student leaders are flabbergasted that 
she will retain her position as a direc- 
tor of the Fraser Institute, a Vancou- 
ver-based ultra-conservative think- 
tank whose policies calling for the 
wholesale privatization of public in- 
stitutions are well known. 

"Her position [at the Fraser] 
is completely incongruent," U of T 
sociology professor David Cobum 
said. "I don't see how she can hold a 
position at the university and adhere 
to the principles of an organization 
which are antithetical to a public in- 



stitution." 

Despite calls from some in 
the U of T community that she step 
down from her Fraser post, Cecil- 
Cockwell says there's no reason why 
she should u given that she does not 
support all their political aims. Rather, 
what appeals to her is the think-tank's 
intellectual spunk. 

"I don't spend my life work- 
ing for the Fraser Institute," she said. 
"I like some of their work because 
it's very provocative. But I have no 
intent on lobbying for them u that's 
not where I see my talents being 
used." 

Cecil-Cock well ' s interest in 
the 24 year-old think-tank was 
sparked by an acquaintance with 
Fraser pioneer and current executive 
director Michael Walker. 

Throughout his career, 
Walker has unapologetically called 
for the complete publ ic divestment of 
post-secondary education. 

News of Cecil-Cockwell's 
promotion raised eyebrows among 
those who live in the same province 
as the Fraser. Victoria social policy 
expert and former U of T graduate 
student David Hay, who participated 
in a provincial election debate about 
social issues co-hosted by the Fraser, 
says there's no such thing as an arm- 
chair allegiance to the institute. 

He adds that the Fraser con- 
sistently, and sloppily, turns to the 
market as a panacea for society's ills. 

■'They set themselves up to 
have one answer all the time. You can 
blow a hole through their research. It 
tends to be spotty, biased in a way 
that supports market solutions to eve- 
rything," he said. 

In the midst of concerns over 
the propriety of Cecil-Cockwell's 
extracurricular involvement, U of T 
president Robert Prichard doubts 
Cecil-Cockwell could ever be cast in 
a negative light. 

"In the years I've known 
Wendy, I've never heard a single 
criticism of her performance," 
Prichard said. "Literally, I've never 
heard a single criticism. Every con- 
stituency has praised her perform- 
ance. I'd be willing to make a per- 



sonal bet that you can't find anyone. 
And if I'm wrong, I'll owe you five 
cents." 

Besides, Prichard says, other 
high ranking U of T officials are also 
Fraser Institute directors and that 
doesn't interfere with jobs well done. 

"Dean [Arnold] Aberman 
[of the faculty of medicine] is a trus- 
tee of the Fraser Institute but when 
his colleagues are asked to judge his 
performance, his colleagues would 
judge it to be excellent, regardless of 
their views of the Fraser Institute, pro 
or con. I assume the same will be true 
for Ms. Cecil-Cockwell." 

But critics say Prichard is 
missing the point. 

"I'm not surprised she was 
appointed," Stephen Pender, presi- 
dent-elect of the graduate students' 
union, said. "It seems consistent with 
Prichard's view with how the univer- 
sity should be governed, with her ties 
to industry and the Fraser." 

Cobum adds that these poli- 
cies are indicative of a corporate- 
heavy Governing Council that is in- 
creasingly alienating students and 
faculty from decision-makers. And 
with such high-profile Fraser Insti- 
tute affiliations, he says Prichard 
should define what he wants in a 
university community before the pri- 
vate sector defines it for him. 

"As a faculty member, I'm 
concerned to be part of a university 
community in which the president is 
promoting corporatization and there 
doesn't seem to be any concern for 
the health of the public institution." 

But Cecil-Cockwell main- 
tains that tough choices have to made 
for the long-term fiscal survival of 
the university, evidenced by her vot- 
ing record. She says she stands be- 
hind the tough medicine that the ad- 
ministration has delivered in recent 
years from cuts to the 
Ombudsperson's office to tuition in- 
creases. Besides it could be worse, 
she adds. 

"Canadian tuition is rela- 
tively low compared to other coun- 
tries. We have to get out of this pro- 
vincial thinking - it's still a bargain 
here," she said.

"We took a lot of the industrial ele- 
ments from Ungod and combined 
them with what we liked of the cleaner 
Wither Blister Burn + Peel, then 
added a few surprises — things that 
we wouldn't have normally tried to 
do. 

As heavy as it may sound, the 
result is much more a unified opus 
than a simple collection of songs; 
although not a concept album. Dark- 
est Days is 16 songs divided in four 
parts by a mood and emotion chance. 
After recording the demos, the band 
arranged the songs to tell one story — 
and then recorded them in order. Hall 
recalls: "The first four songs arc about 
the various ways in which you mess 
up; the next group arc obvious rela- 
tionship type songs that go from be- 
ing hopeful tot he answer to hope to 
'they're still hanging around" (in- 
cluding the first single Save Yourself 
and the original \cr'i\ono\'Torn Apart. 
which also appeared remixed on the 
Spawn Soundtrack): the ambient 
Drowning. Desperate Now and Good- 
bye arc when you " ve hit the bottom of 
the barrel; and the last four are emerg- 
ing from the dark and sticking to 
what you believe in — the climax of 
the roller coaster."

It hfis been 1 5 years since The 
Specials have released an album of 
new material, but it was definitely 
worth the wait.

Rolling Stone ranked their 
self-titled debut album at #68 in their 
"100 Greatest Albums of All Time" 
and the UK named it #25 among their 
list of "The Greatest Albums of the 
70' s" . With that looming over their 
heads. The Specials had a lot to live 
up to for this album. Many bands like 
Goldfinger, the Toasters , The 
Mighty Mighty Bosstones and 
(DIE) No Doubt (DIE!) have listed 
The Specials as one of their main 
influences. The Specials helped to 
create what we now know as Ska, but 
truthfully, they can't keep up as well 
as they used to. 

Guilty 'Till Proved Innocent! 
is a good album, but they seem to 
have some problems with their style. 
The album starts of with a definite 
blues sound, then they move into the 
Ska sound, but they seem haunted by 
the older blues sound like that of 
Mustang Sally. The styles are great 
in themselves, but on a few tracks, 
they just don't mix. 

Their bio claims that the new

The Propellerheads are an 
electronic duo from Bath, England 
who collaborate with some of the 
greats to bring out an extremely well 
done album that defines what truly is 
dance/club music in the late 90' s.

Throughout the album Van 
Helden uses familiar samples, re- 
constructing them to create a com- 
plete album remixed and mastered by 
a producer, not needing a DJ. 

Enter the Meat Market is 
available now for anyone who wants 
agood hip-hop/rap party album. "It's 
raw and ghetto... and not for the hip 
elite. If you want to buy a record and 
listen to mentally stimulating lyrics, 
you don't want to pick up my album. 
Put about six beers in you, then listen 
to it, that's what it's for." Explained 
Van Helden. "It's a fun record and 
it's based on what I do in terms of my 
production style."

Once again, Wu-Tang Pro- 
ductions have released yet another 
solo album from one of their mem- 
bers.

- Luminous City 

Lorraine Segato's L«m/noMi 
City marks the return of one of Cana- 
da's best-known recording artists to 
centre stage. As the co-founder and 
lead singer of The Parachute Club, 
one of the most critically lauded and 
commercially successful groups of 
the eighties, Segato has enjoyed a run 
in the music industry few can match. 

Luminous City, although her 
past is very successful, is a pretty bad 
album. The only people that I can 
actually recommend it to is the fans 
of the Eighties who are now listening 
to adult contemporary music on Q92 
and think they are still "hip" but are 
actually just too old to know better! 

All the music on the album, 
contrary to the bio, has no real edge 
or appeal for anyone under 30. It is 
basically background music that 
could be played in a workplace or 
something local adult-contemporary 
stations would play. Lorraine had her 
glory days back in the 80's with The 
Parachute Club, and now her fans 
are older as she is too, so the music 
fits her fan base. But for the average 
University listener, this is the perfect 
gift for your mother or aunt who 
think they still like 'modern' music.

Sure they cire named after 
one of the greatest James Bond movies ever created, but that isn't what got them into the top five. Goldfinger's 
Hang-Ups is an album that you can listen to every day for the rest of your life and never get sick of any of the 
songs.

Pendergast pleads guilty 

in Northwestern 

point-shaving scheme 



Onc-timc Notre Dame kicker 
Kevin Pendergast pleaded guilty to 
sports bribery charges Thursday in a 
point-shaving scheme at Northwest- 
em. 

Pendergast admitted partici- 
pating in a conspiracy to fix three Big 
Ten basketball games in the winterof 
1995 by bribing players. Kevin 
Pendergast, a fomicr Notre Dame 
kicker, pleaded guilty to sports brib- 
ery chargcsThursday in a point-shav- 
ing scandal at Northwestern. 

Former basketball player 
Dewey Williams has pleaded inno- 
cent in the case, as has former foot- 
ball player Brian Ballarini. Brian 
Irving, who was charged separately 
with running a bookmaking opera- 
tion on Northwestern "s campus, also 
pleaded innocent. Fonner basketball 
player Kenneth Dion Lee has not yel

entered a plea; he is due in court April 

20. 

PENDERGAST AGREED 
TO COOPERATE with FBI investi- 
gators and to testify against any de- 
fendants who go to trial. He also 
agreed to work with the NCAA to 
educate students, athletes and others 
about the risks of gambling. 

Under federal sentencing 
guidelines. Pendergast could get 15 
to 21 months in prison, said Randall 
Sambom, spokesman for the U.S. 
Attorney's office. The government 
expects to recommend a lesser sen- 
tence than those guidelines call for 
but would not decide on a specific 
recommendation until the othercases 
are disposed of. Sambom said. 

No sentencing date was set.

AHL's youngest broadcaster 
a student at MUN

ST. JOHN'S — Chris Bonnell, news and sports director of Memorial University's campus radio station, is the 
youngest broadcaster in the American Hockey League. 

MUN-radio (CHMR) set a national precedent earlier this year by gaining the radio broadcast rights to the 
St. John's Maple Leafs, Toronto's professional affiliate. 

For the 22-year-old Bonnell the deal meant an opportunity to help with the broadcasts. 

"On a game-to-game basis I open things up for the game on the radio, during intermissions I do updates 
on what's going on around the league, [and] sometimes I do interviews with players," he said. At times, Bonnell has 
also had the opportunity to do some of the play-by-play, something he says he has enjoyed. 

"All in all, I think I've done play-by-play/commentary for about five games of the 30 we've done," he said. 
"Not bad for a first crack at it." 

He says one of the difficulties in broadcasting a local team is remaining completely impartial. 

"Calling the Leafs side of things isn't all that difficult because we've followed the team throughout the 
season and we kngw who everyone is," Bonnell said. "[It is difficult] when you have other teams coming in, 
especially teams that you haven't seen much of the season." 

Chris Schwartz, team and media co-ordinator for the St. John's Maple Leafs, says he has been quite 
impressed with the way Bonnell has handled his duties. 

"I think it was something he wasn't really expecting to be a part of this year. I think he's (improved] as the 
year has gone on [and] I think he's done a great job considering that he never really had a chance to prepare for it," 
Schwartz said. 

The arrangement between CHMR and the St. John's Maple Leafs officially ends at the end of this season, 
but there are ongoing discussions as to whether the contract will be renewed for next season. 

Bonnell says he intends to pursue a broadcasting career and he would like CHMR to renew the deal with 
the Leafs because the experience has given both the station and himself excellent exposure. 

"(Right now] I just try logoout and provide the best analysis lean. I guess I'm still trying to find my niche 
in the hockey broadcast world," he said. 
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Allen will take CBS job 



A weeping Marcus Allen knew 
it was time to retire when he realized 
he could no longer make great plays 
— and was in danger of become crip- 
pled if he tried. 

Stopping several times to wipe 
away tears, one of the most honored 
running backs in NFL history an- 
nounced Thursday he was ending his 
16-year career and joining CBS as a 
football analyst.. After 16 spectacu- 
lar years in the KFL, Marcus Allen 
has called it quits. 

"I PLAYED WITH LOVE 
ANDCOURAGE and tenacity. That's 
all I wanted to do," said the 38-year- 
old Allen, a former league and Super 
Bowl MVP who appeared in more 
games (222), rushed for more touch- 
downs ( 1 23) and caught more passes 
(587) than any other running back in 
NFL annals. His total of 1 2,243 rush- 
ing yards is No. 6 all-time. 

"I don't mind crying because I 
feel I'm happy," he said after some- 
body passed him a handkerchief.. 

Allen, the first running back 
in NFL history to rush for more than 
10,000 yards and catch passes for 
more than 5,000, told Kansas City 
Chiefs coach Marty Schottenheimer 
just last week that he would play 
another season. 

"I did tell Marty I was return- 
ing," Allen said. "But the one con- 
stant I've had since I came into this 
league was I could visualize and see 
plays unfolding, and be a part of that. 
And frankly, as hard as I tried to 
create that, the vision wasn'tas strong 
as it needed to be." 

Blessed with great cutting abil- 
ity and uncanny peripheral vision, 
Allen had a unique wide-screen view 
of the field as every play unfolded. 

He rarely took a direct hit, 
allowing him to survive for 16 years 
at a position where few men last longer 
than eight. But the fear of serious 



injury was one more reason to quit. 

"I clearly thought about that," 
he said. "One thing I always envi- 
sioned was to walk away. It evokes 
images of Dick Butkus and Joe 
Namath, who can barely walk. Yes, 
they're great players. But can they 
really enjoy their lives like they'd 
like to? That's something I thought 
about." 

Opponents readily recog- 
nized his skill. 

"HE'S LIKE JIM BROWN, 
ALWAYS GETTING five or six 
yards a pop," said Atlanta Falcons 
linebackerComelius Bennett. "What 
makes him dangerous is his cutback 
ability." 

"He is "The Man,'" said 
former Denver safety Dennis Smith. 
"You can see it in his eyes. He does 
the intimidating." 

Only a tiny circle of elite in- 
dividuals in any sport or era did as 
many things as well for^s long as 
Marcus Allen. 

After winning the Heisman 
Trophy at Southern California in 
1981, he joined the Los Angeles 
Raiders as a first-round draft choice 
and quickly established himself as a 
superlative runner, blocker and re- 
ceiver as well as a powerful locker 
room presence with uncommon lead- 
ership skills. 

"Marcus Allen is the embodi- 
ment of the consummate professional 
football player," said Chiefs' presi- 
dent Carl Peterson, who signed Allen 
as an unrestricted free agent in 1 993 
after he had languished for his last 
two years with the Raiders. 

"Everything that Marcus did, 
both on and off the field, was put 
forth in preparation for giving a win- 
ning performance each week." 

Allen spent his first 1 1 years 
with the Raiders, and won the MVP 
Award in the 1984 Super Bowl. In 



1985, he was the league MVP. 

But he fell into disfavor with 
Raiders owner Al Davis, whom he 
once accused of trying to keep him 
out of the Hall of Fame by sitting him 
down his last two years. 

But there was no hint of bit- 
terness as he bid farewell. 

"This may seem odd today, 
but I'd like to thank the Raiders for a 
wonderful and unique experience ... 
playing with such great players," he 
said. "I remember when I was a rook ie 
and Greg Pruitt took me under his 
wing and told me how to become a 
great pro." 

HE HAD SPECIAL PRAISE 
FOR THE CHIEFS and 
Schottenheimer, who signed him at 
33 hoping to get at least a couple of 
years out of him. 

"Marty, thanks for the oppor- 
tunity," Allen said, fighting back 
tears. "To be 33 years old ... to be 
written off by some, and be given the 
opportunity just to show what you 
are and what you do, what I felt like 
I was bom to do, and that was to play 
football. 

"Football has basically been 
my life. I feel like I'm the luckiest 
guy alive. You get to live what you 
want to do. The records, of course, 
I'm proud of, but my God, it's the 
f)eople, that's what it's really about." 

Allen should be able to step 
easily into broadcasting. He has had 
a popular weekly show with the CBS 
affiliate in Kansas City. 

He said the records will fall, 
but it's the memories that will live on. 

"The moments in the training 
room, the moments at halftime, the 
moments on the sideline during 
games. Those are the moments I will 
take with me forever," he said. "I'm 
sure my records will be surpassed. 
It's the people who matter."
